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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  YOUR  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

During  the  past  year  New  Hampshire  faced  the  great- 
est forest  fire  threat  to  its  woodlands  in  more  than  sixty 
years.  The  continued  drought  brought  home  to  our  citi- 
zens, as  never  before,  the  potential  threat  of  destructive 
fires  to  their  beautiful  and  valuable  forests,  homes  and 
livelihood.  In  true  American  tradition  of  meeting  a  com- 
mon threat  by  volunteer  effort,  this  fire  danger  was  mini- 
mized by  active  prevention,  patrol  and  a  relinquishing  of 
personal  rights  for  the  common  good.  It  was  the  greatest 
demonstration  of  public  cooperation  ever  experienced  by 
those  responsible  for  local  and  state  fire  control.  The  ready 
forces  of  volunteer  fire  services  kept  the  losses  low.  For 
their  effort  and  public  response  the  general  fire  service 
expresses  its  heartfelt  thanks  for  a  job  well  done. 

Prevention  however,  is  not  just  an  activity  for  the  bad 
fire  years.  It  must  be  practiced  until  it  becomes  a  part  of 
our  public  conscience— a  habit.  Just  plain  carelessness  with 
fire  causes  too  many  of  our  fires. 

The  following  practices  and  suggestions  will  help. 

1.  Always  have  permit  for  outdoor  burning  and  burn 
within  the  terms  of  the  permit  and  in  a  safe  place. 
Burn  late  in  the  afternoon  when  the  wind  is  down 
or  on  rainy  or  damp  days.  Check  your  fire  and  if 
winds  develop  extinguish  it  promptly. 

2.  Carry  your  rubbish  to  the  public  dump  -  it's  safer. 
A  neglected  backyard  incinerator  causes  many  fires. 

3.  Never  discard  lighted  cigarette  or  match.  Make  this 
a  year  round  habit  regardless  of  the  safety  of  your 
surroundings. 

4.  Children  caused  fires  are  now  a  major  concern. 
Keep  matches  away  from  them  and  teach  them  to 
respect  fire  and  not  make  it  a  subject  of  play. 

Lets  all  join  with  "Smokey  the  Bear"  and  "Keep  New 
Hampshire  Green"  and  growing  in  1964.

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FIREWARDS  REPORT,  1963 

Fires  were  kept  at  a  minimum  this  last  year  and  we 
wish  to  thank  the  townspeople  for  their  cooperation.  We 
did  have  a  serious  forest  fire  condition  in  the  fall. 

District  Fire  Warden  Hannaford  asked  the  Fire  De- 
partment to  cooperate  by  patrolling  the  roads.  The  fire- 
men patrolled  for  83  hours  and  covered  532  miles.  A  few 
brush  fires  were  found  by  patrolling. 

Fires  that  we  attended  were:  2  chimney  fires,  1  car 
fire,  5  brush  fires,  and  1  Mutual  Aid  fire.  We  also  held  4 
fire  practices  and  attended  Fire  School  at  Meadowood 
training  grounds  on  gasoline  tank  truck  fires. 

We  added  a  transmitter  to  our  base  station  which 
controls  our  Tone  Control  System.  This  alarm  system  has 
been  used  several  times  with  very  good  success  and  we 
hope  that  the  townspeople  will  not  hesitate  to  use  this 
system  in  any  emergency.  If  anybody  does  not  understand 
the  operation  contact  any  of  the  firemen  and  they  will  be 
glad  to  instruct  you. 

Your  firewards  have  issued  10  oil  burner  permits  and 
inspected  12  burners.  The  law  requires  that  the  installer 
or  contractor  of  any  powei  oil  burner  equipment  must  ob- 
tain an  application  for  the  installation  of  the  burner.  This 
is  a  temporary  permit.  After  the  burner  is  completely  in- 
stalled it  must  be  inspected  by  one  of  the  firewards  and 
if  satisfactory  the  fire  chief  will  issue  a  license  to  operate. 
This  must  be  posted  by  your  furnace. 

For  those  owners  that  have  never  had  their  burners 
inspected  and  have  no  license  the  firewards  will  be  glad 
to  make  the  inspection.  We  make  no  charge  for  this  ser- 
vice. Application  blanks  may  be  obtained  from  either  of 
the  firewards. 

You  will  note  that  we  have  an  article  in  the  town 
warrant  asking  for  a  new  fire  truck  to  use  in  place  of  the 
McCaan  engine. 

The  New  Hampshire  Board  of  Underwriters  have 
adopted  the  rules  of  the  National  Board  of  Underwriters. 

Rules  and  laws  have  become  quite  rigid.  For  example 
our  Ford  engine  carries  including  6  men,  weight  22,605 
pounds.  The  Underwriters  say  we  must  add  10%  to  the 
load.  So  we  must  have  a  truck  that  will  carry  25,500. 
Tires  must  be  900x20-12  ply. 

When  we  bought  our  latest  Ford  Engine  for  some 
reason  we  bought  a  chassis  large  enough  to  carry  our 
present  load  and  it  passes  present  Underwriters  laws. 
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The  McCaan  is  overloaded. 

The  McCaan  has  given  us  very  good  service.  This 
was  bought  in  1930.  It  is  impossible  to  obtain  parts  for 
the  Mc  Caan  and  maintenance  expense  is  running  higher 
every  year.  Once  this  last  year,  through  no  fault  of  any- 
body, it  failed  to  start  to  a  brush  fire.  We  were  very  lucky 
that  it  wasn't  a  house  fire. 

Although  we  cannot  give  the  exact  amount  each  en- 
gine has  cost  us  we  would  estimate  it  would  total  $500 
in  the  past  year. 

We  hope  that  the  voters  will  support  this  article. 

The  pump  on  the  small  Ford  wore  out.  We  were  for- 
tunate in  picking  up  another  pump  at  a  reasonable  price. 
At  present  it  is  out  of  order  but  we  are  in  hopes  that  it 
will  be  in  running  order  by  spring. 

We  feel  this  is  a  handy  piece  of  equipment  for  it  car- 
ries 250  feet  of  booster  hoses  plus  350  gallons  of  water.  It 
can  get  into  places  that  possibly  our  larger  trucks  could 
not  get  into.

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MUTUAL  AID  REPORT,  1963 

Our  President,  Chief  Traxler  suggested  that  perhaps 
some  of  the  members  would  like  a  brief  report  of  some 
of  the  activities  and  progress  of  cur  Fire  Mutual  Aid  sys- 
tem during  1963.  He  suggest  that  many  of  the  Chiefs 
would  like  to  include  some  of  the  information  in  their 
annual  reports  to  their  Towns  and  for  the  Town  Report. 

During  1963  we  received  73  calls  requesting  assist- 
ance at  fires.  437  pieces  of  apparatus  were  dispatched  to 
handle  these  requests.  For  a  comparison,  during  our  first 
year,  1956  we  dispatched  21  pieces  of  apparatus.  A  great 
example  of  the  acceptance  of  Mutual  Aid. 

The  Dispatchers  handled  approximately  30,000  tele- 
phone calls,  over  400  in  one  8-hour  shift  during  the  dry 
season  in  October.  Our  radio  log  sheets  show  a  total  of 
15,799  fire  transmissions  and  14,482  police  transmissions. 
Our  fire  radio  network  has  178  units,  23  police  cars  equip- 
ped. 

We  find  an  increasing  amount  of  home  monitors 
being  put  into  service.  Many  departments  are  fully  equip- 
ped with  each  member  having  one.  Those  living  adjacent 
to  the  stations  have  wired  house  speakers  from  their  base 
sets.  These  home  monitors  have  proven  a  valuable  addi- 
tion to  the  departments,  both  for  local  fires  and  quick 
response  for  a  Mutual  Aid  call. 

26  Stations  have  now  been  equipped  with  Tone  de- 
coders and  the  initial  phone  calls  are  being  handled  by 
the  Dispatch  Center.  Additions  are  expected  to  be  added 
to  this  number  following  Town  Meetings. 

We  are  currently  working  to  bring  our  Inventory  rec- 
ords up  to  date.  This  also  helps  to  bring  our  running 
cards  up  to  date  as  the  addition  of  new  trucks  creates 
many  changes  in  running  time.  Have  we  received  your 
inventory  sheet  that  we  recently  sent  to  you  to  be  com- 
pleted? 

I  would  also  like  to  set  up  a  mapping  system  to  en- 
able the  dispatchers  to  more  efficiently  send  you  help  at 
the  fire  scene.  I  will  be  happy  to  get  together  with  you 
at  your  convenience  to  further  this  idea.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Bennington: 

It  is  a  pleasure  for  me  to  present  my  tenth  annual 
report  for  your  consideration. 

In  my  report  last  year  I  gave  notice  of  the  Interim 
Commission  on  Education's  interest  in  obtaining  a  situ- 
ation within  the  state  where  all  the  schools  would  provide 
a  teacher  per  grade  per  classroom.  Since  then  the  Legis- 
lature has  gone  a  step  further  and  passed  legislation  to 
encourage  this.  Inasmuch  as  many  communities  such  as 
Bennington  find  this  prohibitive  because  of  the  number 
of  pupils  involved  and  lack  of  space,  the  trend  is  for  two 
or  more  neighboring  communities  with  similar  problems 
to  get  together  to  see  if  there  is  a  solution  by  acting 
collectively 

At  the  present  time  there  are  two  studies  going  on 
involving  Bennington.  One  involves  all  the  schools  in 
Union  #24  and  the  other  which  is  just  getting  under  way 
involves  Bennington,  Francestown,  Greenfield  and  it  is 
hoped  that  Hancock  will  become  interested.  Your  Board 
has  been  faithful  in  attending  these  meetings.  Of  course, 
no  action  can  be  taken  until  such  time  as  any  proposals 
are  presented  to  the  District  and  has  its  approval. 

It  is  right  and  proper  that  Bennington  is  participat- 
ing in  these  studies.  In  the  next  decade  there  is  going  to 
be  considerable  change  in  school  district  alignment  in  the 
state,  and  those  districts  that  take  the  early  initiative  are 
the  ones  that  will  have  the  best  choice  in  deciding  the  di- 
rection of  their  future. 

The  success  or  failure  of  electing  school  officials  at 
Town  Meeting  will  be  tested  this  year.  If  there  is  a  large 
attendance  at  the  meeting  to  adopt  the  budget,  then  the 
plan  will  be  successful.  If  there  is  a  small  attendance, 
then  the  plan  has  defeated  its  purpose.  I  urge  a  high  at- 
tendance at  the  district  meeting. 

I  am  reluctant  to  call  your  attention  to  the  sizeable 
increase  in  your  budget,  but  we  have  to  face  facts  as  we 
find  them.  The  number  of  tuition  pupils  has  increased 
by  ten  this  year  making  a  potential  of  39  pupils  for  whom 
we  have  to  plan.  Both  tuition  and  teachers'  salaries  con- 
tinue to  increase  and  these  two  areas  alone  account  for 
the  increase. 

I  believe  that  the  Pierce  School  is  enjoying  one  of  its 
better  years.  We  were  fortunate  to  replace  the  loss  of  Miss 
Walsh  with  Mrs.  Sargent,  a  teacher  with  several  years 
experience.  Mr.  Oommoss  was  replaced  by  Mr.  Grant,  a 
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beginning  teacher.  It  is  good  to  see  him  working  with  the 
boys  on  an  athletic  program. 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  work  with  the  Bennington 
School  Board  and  I  appreciate  their  cooperation  and  also 
that  of  the  citizens  in  our  work  toward  better  education.
